It is all pretty much of a toss-up, 
according to Amram  Scheinfeld 
author of You and Heredity: The 


Jaws that govern inheritance of phy-. 


‘sical traits are the same as the laws 
‘that govern the flip of a coin. Asa 
amatter of fact, Mr. Scheinfeld says, 
it is more like matching coins. The 
odds are-one in four times that the 
coins will both come up heads; one 
in four times, tails, and two in four 
times, one: head and one tail. 

Like the two coins, you and your 
‘thusband, present the possibility of 
matching or mixing for each trait. 
When, for instance, you match traits, 
as the.two coins match heads, the 


child Will. inherit that trait—blue. 


‘eyes, blond hair, or what not. 

It all goes back to some tiny gela- 
tinous beads called genes, which are 
the determining units of heredity. 
Every human being, explains Mr. 
Scheinfeld, begins as a sperm and 
an egg. 

“A single . sperm enters a‘ single 
egg and a new. individual is started 
on its way. A human sperm. carries 


a precious load of 24 minute things . 


called chromosomes, which comprise 
all the hereditary material contri- 
buted by the father.” The egg also 
carries 24 chromosomes which com- 
prise the mother’s contribution to 
the heredity of the child. 

“Thus,” he says, “the new indivi- 
dual is started off with 48 chromo- 
somes.” These chromosomes, making 
up the total heritage of the new in- 
dividual, consist of those little beads, 
the genes. ‘ 

The genes are the spectalints: the 
architects ‘of body construction. They 
determine, through the growth of 
body cells, the size, shape, and col- 
our of the different parts, and they 
work in pairs, one gene from the 
father corresponding to another gene 
‘from the mother. : 
- But if the two genes in a pair are 
different in their effects, Mr. Schein~- 
feld| says, one gene dominates 
the other, so you get one dominant 
gene and one recessive gene. That. 
is, since the effect of one gene is 
stronger than the other, the stronger 


one determines the final construc-. 


tion or colour of the part of the, body 
that. it designs. 


“With regard to your own genes, - 


you can only make guesses,” Mr. 
Scheinfeld admits, “but in this you 
will -be helped ‘considerably not 


merely by the characteristics which . 


you yourself reveal, but by. those 
which appear in your parents, 
grandparents, brothers, sisters, and 


other close relatives.” And remem-,_ 


ber that changes in appearance re- 
sulting from age, accident and other 
outside causes have no effect on in- 
heritance. 


Only natural characteristics are 
carried on by the action of the genes. 
Remember, too, that no matter how 
many children you may have, each 
one starts with the game odds in 
favour of inheriting a given trait. 
None of the possibilities for any 
child is used up or ruled out by their 


appearance or non-appearance in a 


previous child. 

-,So now, with these things in mind, 
let’s.see how much you can tell 
about the probable appearance of a 
child of yours. If you and your 
husband are of different types, look 
for the most pronounced type, . 
‘darkest colouring, the most extreme 


hair form. That gives you a clue to. 


the dominant gene.

Several possibilities, 

Suppose your husband also has 
dark hair, but has relatives with 
light hair. ‘Your child is still most 
likely to have dark hair, but some 
lighter shade is not impossible. . 

The marriage of two red-heads 
will most probably produce red- 
headed children, though occasionally 
it might produce light’ brown or 
blond-haired children. The -child -of 
a red-head and a blond has about 


even chances of having red hair or: 


blond to Jight brown hair. 


Two blonds may be fairly sure oe 


having blond .children, 
brown hair may occur rarely. when. 
one parent is a meditm blond, and 
red is possible if it. occurs in the. 
family of either parent. If both 
parents are light or have flaxen 
blond hair, the children’s hair will 
surely be blond, though tending to-.

Curly hair in one “parent, if it is’ 
characteristic of all that parent’s 
family, will almost ‘certainly be in< 
herited ‘by the children, whatever 
the other parent’s hair form. If one 
parent has curly hair, but has 
straight or wavy-haired _ relatives, 
the chances of inheritance depend 
on the hair form of the other par- 
ent. Mr. Scheinfeld divides’ the pos- 
sibilities into the following: 

If the other parent has curly hair, 
but also has relatives with straight 
or wavy. hair, the child’s hair will 
still probably be curly, though both 
straight and wavy hair are possible. 

If the other parent has wavy hair, 
the chances are about even that the 
child will nave curly hair or either 
wavy or straight hair, 

If the other. parent, has straight 
hair, the child’s hair will probably 
be curly or wavy, but it could be 
straight. 

Wavy hair in one parent, whose 
family is all wavy-haired, will al- 
‘mo8t always be inherited by the 
children, whether the other parent’s 
hair is wavy or straight.

Financlal difficulties are not the 
only obstacle to importation. Tre- 
mendous congestlon would develop 
on Italy's railroads from wartime 
demands for foreign goods. Exclud- 
ing the French border, there are only 
nine railways which cross Italy's 
northern . frontiers; only two are 
double-track lines. Because of her 
rallroads’ inadequacy, she would be 
dependent upon ren-borne — com~ 
merce for two thirds and upward of 
her wartime requirements. 


Hut in a war with Great Britain, 
Italy would find both the eastern 
and western gates of the Mediter- 
raneitn closed to her, Does she per- 
haps Intend to open these entraners 
by naval force? .

If 
Germany were an ally of Italy, the 
French would certainly be on the 
British side; and their combined 
naval power would still be superior. 


Furthermore, contrary to frequent 
newspuper statements, Italy’s sub- 
murine fleet is not the largest in the 
world, being surpassed in total num~- 
bers by France. In large occan-go- 
ing submarines she is far outclassed 
by both Britain and France, In 1940 
the strength In big subs will be: Bri- 
tain 39, France 47, Italy 11. Her 
emphasis on small destroyers and 
submarines and her tuck of aircraft 
carriers. tles her flect to Itallan wa- 
ters, The German fiect, even in 
1940, looking to its defence of: the 
Baltic, will not be able to do much 
to help her. : .

| Egypt and Cyprus and Malta to air 
attacks by Italy, but little about the 
much greater vulnerabllity of Itallan 
bases to air attacks. by Britain and 
France. For instance, Italy’s Island 
base at Leros, near the Turkish 
shore, must draw all its resources 
from Italy 600 miles ‘away; and Leros 
is only 400 miles from Britain's Cy- 
prus, on whose high plateau and in 
whose harbours there is room for 
many more planes than Leros could 
accommodate. 
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The best Information concerning 
Italy's alr force Indicates that many 
of the published figures are exag- 
“erations nnd that _her total number 
of available first-line airplanes is 
nbout 1400, with about 3000 pilots. 
France has about 1500 first-line 
planes and 400 pilots, Britain’s rapid- 
ly increasing Roynl Air Force nbout 
1800 first-line planes and 2000 pilots, 


Italian planes are-more modern 
types than the French, less so than 
the British. Itallan fliers have had, 
It is true, the benefit of thelr Ethio- 
plan experience (where there was 
no alr opposition) and their Spanish 
experience (where the opposition was 
not first-clnss, save for a few Russian 
planes ond pilots who proved mark- 
edly superior to the Italians on nlmost 
all occasions), In training, tactleal 
doctrine, and = all-round fighting 
efficiency, informed opinion holds 
that the Itallan air foree is outelass- 
ed by both the French and British. —

There 
are few Alpine passes practicable for 
a modern army; these diverge. from 
Italy toward France, so that an In- 
vading Italian army, dividing its 
forces as It must, will find its frac- 
tions far dispersed when they have 
penctrated Into France and will still 
be in difficult and broken terrain, 
almost without lateral communica- 
tions.

Compulsory Service 


Ordinance Changes 

An Ordinance to nmend the Com- 
pulsory Service Ordinance published 
in the “Gazette” in-draft yesterday, 
provides that the H.K.D.R. shall be 
divided into groups, to which the 
members shall be respectively assign- 
ed by the tribunal, namely— 

(a) a combatant group; 

(b) a key-posts group consisting 
of persons who, in the cvent of any 
emergency contemplated by the 
Compulsory Service Tribunal, will be 
primarily required, in the opinion 
of the tribunal, to continue in the 
work in which they are normally en- 
nuged; 

(c) a general group for essential 
services consisting of persons who, 
In the event of any cmergency con- 
terplated by the Compulsory Service 
tribunat will be primarily required, 
in the opinion of the tribunal, to per- 
form essential services which are not 
those In which they are normally 
engaged? 

Provided that, subject to the pro- 
visions of section 8 as to appeals, the 
Compulsory Service tribunal may at 
any time revoke or vary an assign 
ment of a. person to a porticular 
group and may ussign him to an- 
other group: 

Provided also that no person who 
has attained the age of forty-six 
years, or who expresses a conscien- 
{lous objection to the undertaking 


of combatant service, shall without |” 


his consent be assigned to the com- 
batant group: 

Provided further that any male 
British subject of whatever age may 
at any time, with the consent of the 
proper military authority, voluntarily 
enro! himself in the key-posts group 
or the essentinl services group of the 
reserve. 

Removing 
Misapprehension 

It is explained that in its oxisting 
form the sub-section. provides for 
(a) a combatant group (sub-divided 
by sub-section (3) into naval, mili- 
tory and alr sections), (0) a key- 
posts group of persons whose services 
are priinarily required in the work 
in which they are normally engaged 
and (c) a general group for essen- 
tial services. 

The definition attached to the key- 
posts group and the lack of daecfini— 
tlon for the general group for essen- 
tial services has caused some mis- 
apprehension in the minds of the trl- 
bunal, employers, employees and the 
general public. 

In the proposed substituted action 
u definition Is attached to cach of 
those two groups whlch’.should go 
far to remove that misapprehension. 
Under it the key-posts group will 
censist of persons who in the event 
of an emergency contemplated by 
the tribunal-will be primarily ‘re- 


-| quired, In the opinion of the tripunal, 


to continue In‘ the work in which 
they are normally engaged; whilst 
the essential services group will con- 
sist of persons who in the event of an 
‘emergency contemplated by the tri- 
bunal will be primarily required, in 
the opinion of the tribunal, to per- 
form essential services which are 
not those in which they are normally 
engaged. 2 

In the revised sub-section the 
three provisos have been re-arrang- 
ed for greater clearness. 


Essential Services, Too 

Provision for the training of mem 
bers of the Essential Services group 
in the use of flre-arms was made 
yesterdoy in an amendment to the 
Compulsory Service regulations, 
guzetted: : :

Heavy guns mounted at Caluis,

DECORATIONS ANNOUNCED 


Romarkable courage was 
Photo shows stretchers with 


London, Yesterday. 


A STIRRING STORY OF how an officer of the Roy- 
al Tank Regiment broke through the Germans 
besieging a town is told in an announcement: 

‘that Lord Gort, under powers delegated to him 
by the King, has awarded him the Distinguish- 


ed Service Order. 


The officer is Captain (acting Major’ William 
Robert Reeves, who was a well-known runner’ 


at Cambridge. 


He was in commend of the ud- 
vanced guard in a place the Germans 
were surrounding, und he led his 
forces straight through their positton, 


Road Mined 


The Nazis were taken completely 
by surprise, and Major Reeves got 
his three light tanks and one crulser 
tank safely across several road 
blocks, one of them mined, and 


reached another town. 

There he co-operated with the in- 
fantry garrison ull day, beat off a 
number of German tank attacks, and 
destroyed with fire from ‘his own 
tank four medium tanks and three 
other armoured vehicles. 


He and two of his crew were 
wounded, but he stopped fighting 
only on the orders of the local com- 
mander, when his ammunition wus 
almost exhausted, ‘- : . 


A similar decoration has ‘ been 
given to Major George Parkes, tall, 
{nir-hutred Rugby’ player. 

When his commanding officer’s 
tank had been disabled by a direct 
hit he carried out .a reconnaissance’ 
on foot, lending his reserve section 
past three blazing tanks. But he was 
met by German anti-tank artillery, 
and, returning to his own tank, was 
slightly veounded and: unable .to get 
inside it. . 


Guns Destroyed 


He went on foot for infantry sup- 
port, but owing to bombing ‘attacks 
it’ was not® available, and Major 
‘Parkes withdrew his, tanks, after 
destroying two anti-tank guns by 
fire, - 
His commanding officer was killed 
und he “dealt: with" the advanced 
elements of 1 German motorised di- 
vision; stopped the German column, 
und shot infantry who had Just de- 


bussed. 


When a heavy German tank attack 
was launched he engaged the enemy 
and covered the withdrawal. Major 
Parkes's tank wns eventunlly put ott 
of actlon, and he returned on foot, 
after fring all hls ammunition. 

Awards of the Milltary Cross are 
made to other Tank officers. Here 
ure the . deeds that won two of 
‘them:— R : 

Captain Robert George Cracroft. 
He noticed’ some. infantry In ui hel- 

low and led an attack with three 
tanks.. Mounted in a light tank, 
vulnerable to gunfire,. he dashed 
among the enemy, the majority of 
whom were. killed and their 
vehicles destroyed. 

Lleutenant ‘Thomas Hepple. 

His light tank waa put out of action. 


At great personal ‘risk he removed’ 


era M. Mackay, 8. 
Signalman A. Gregory. 

Staff Sergeant-Major” Eckersley, 
when his battalion commander had 
been wounded while directing fire in 
the open, got out of his tank while 
under heavy fire and brought him to 
safety. 

«Troopers Mackay and Tansley both 
refused to leave their tanks 
they were Ixnocked out by the enemy, 
pnd by thelr coolness and courage 
mannuged to rejoin thelr battalions, 

Stanalman Gregory is decorated 
for devotion to duty and coolness 
during heavy bombing and shelling 
attacks. While acting as operator 
on a radio truck he remained at his 
post, ant was “unperturbed even by 
the most furlous onslaughts from the 
alr and on the ground.” ‘

NAT our brave) men and their 

French comrades did in Flan- 
ders for the main Army the Allies 
are doing tor America. That parallel 
has been in my mind during the last 
fortnight, as belated American news- 
papers have reached me. 


What Is more to the. point, Ameri- 
cans’ are beginning to understand it. 
The two armies in Flanders, Brithh 
and French, had to sacriflee them- 
selves, while the main body of 
French manhood, under new com- 
manders, took up fresh positions 
south of the Somme and Aisne, dis- 
cerded the tactics in whieh it had 
been: trained, and formed a ‘new 
front for the waging of total war in 
the open. ‘ 


That same service the two Allies 
are performing for America, und aut 
lust she knows ite Uf we go under, 


| she cannot enjoy peace in fsolation. 


She will have to arm and drill and 
organise to wrest the mastery of the 
world from the totalltarian Powers. 


American minds think rapidly 
when once they turn their whole at- 
tention to a problem. With a realism 
that sends n cold shudder down 


-{ one’s spine as one reads, they are 


now facing the consequences to them- 
selves of a possible Allied defeat. 


It is well for us, and well for them, 
that they should do so. The. papers 
that have so far reached me date 
from before the formation of Mr. 
Churchill’s Government and the dis- 
missal of General Gamelln. They are 
written Jn a mood of unqualified pes- 
simism. 


1 might quote, for example, from 
the ablest.of the weeklies, the “New 
Republic," which speaks of the “in- 
eptitude” of Mr. Chamberfain und 
the “sluggish Incompetence" of our 
rullng class, Its conclusion Is that if 
it becume desiruble for America “to 
enter the conflict against Hitlerism 
it would be fatal to enlist under this 
banner; ‘ 

“For there is no reason to believe 
that such leadership could win cither 


Pa War or a peace.” : 


That ls the total Impression that 
the conduct of our former rulers 
made on intelligent Amoricans 
during aix yoars of peace and elght 
months of war.

For more than 400 years, Machiavelli has been regard- 
ed as the incarnation of political cynicism. ‘That 
dubious. distinction. has now passed to his compatriot, 
Benito Mussolini. At a single stroke, succumbing to the 
overweening ambition of the despot, he has destroyed all 
the good he ever accomplished for his country. It will be 
for a foul treachery that he will now be remembered; not 
for his work in the regeneration of Italy. 


Not one credible pretext for joining Germany in the 
war against the Allies could be found either in the speech 
made’ by Mussolini in which he announced his decision 
to the world, nor in official statements made before or 
after the step.was-taken, - oe wee le. : 


Envy and territorial ambition by a gangster leader- 
ship were the only motives that could have brought Italy 
into the war against the will of her people and the ap- 
peals of President Roosevelt and the Pope. Every pos- 
sible step had been taken by Britain and France to achieve 
amicable relations with Italy. Italy was neither threaten- 
ed, nor pledged to Germany, for one of the stipulations of 
the military alliance was that it should not come into 
effect until 1942, : 


Ambition ready to run risks may under certain cir- 
cumstances earn-admiration, but between that and the 
cunning which would kick at the head of the fallen, take 
advantage of the adversity of others, there is the same 
difference as between the lion and the jackal. 


Jackal is the term most readily seized upon by all 
commentators to explain the great human tragedy which 
finds Italy, home of art and beauty, thrown’ into a war 
against civilisation, and‘all the talk in the -world about 
“unsatisfactory” conditions in the Mediterranean cannot 
remove that ugly estimate of Italy's role. 


Corsica was French when a French Army was helping 
the Italians to-achieve the unity-of their country. For 
that unity, Italy owes a tremendous debt of gratitude to 
Britain. Gibraltar had been in British hands generations 
before the Italian peninsula was anything but a patch- 
work of petty States. : 


The present situation im the Mediterranean came into 
existence before modern Italy was born. Never created 
at her expense, nor has it ever been exploited to her dis- 
advantage. On'the contrary, in spite of the store which 
Britain set by her contraband contro], its rules were at all 
times relaxed in Italy's favour. as

The officer wus a typical St. Cyr 
mun, calm and precise, He told me 
he was Instructed to hold up the 
Nazis until orders came to retent 
across the Aisne, 

“Advance-guard Germans arrived 
on motor-cycles with sidecars, armed 
with machlae-guns,” he sold, “After 
our first burst of Are they deployed, 
maokifig for our flanks, 

“We sheltered in a wood, greatly 
outnumbered, and let them have it, 
For seven hours we stopped them 
from reaching the river bank, Then 
the order came ‘to retreat. 

“Wearing only our breeches, shoes 
and tin hats, we swam the river. Two 
enemy tanks were destroyed by our 
gunners, who remained until the Inst 
mement. The last mon to enter the 
water reached the other bani safe- 
ly.” 

A begrimed tank officer emerging 
fiom hls steel monster, -nicknamed 
“Fig,” said: “So far I have not seen 
a single German soldier on foot, and 
1 have been on both the Meuse and 
Aisne fronts, Thoy are on motor- 
cycles,.in tanks, or in lorrics.” 

He snid that the Germans were 
using mostly 26-ton and J3Q-ton 
tanks. All prisoners say they were 
instructed to push on at all costs, It 
is evident, however, from what 2 
staff oMcer told me, that the Nazis 
ore using the bulk of thelr mechan~ 
ised divisions in adrive to the coast,

In my journey up here through 
bombed villages, some of which are 
still smoking, one thing struck mc 
particularly: the Ally  Slopers 
Cavalry — og we called the Army 
Service Corps in the last war—-have 
no cushy job now.

There are even a few fishermen on 
the Seine. And that is a noteworthy 
psychologicni point. When' the 
Frenchman fishes it is a sign that his 
mind jis not overburdened with 
worry. 

He has great faith In Weygand. 

Shops whlch specialise in passport 
pictures are doing a roaring trade, 
for even French citizens will now 
have to have a special card for free 
cIrculatlon In. the city and its en- 
vironments. . 

There are few, if any, mops of 
Northern France ‘to be’ had, for near- 
ly everyone has suddenly become 
en amateur strategist. The week-end 
has completely vanished, for the 
great majority now work seven days 
a week, :

GERMANY'S OUTPUT 


But while we mey have over- 
extimnted the quality ‘and perform- 
ance of the German alr force, it 
seems probable that we had under- 
estimated the quantity of machines 
which it could put into the alr. De- 
sirous always of limiting expenditure 
and avoiding the appearance of panic 
measures, a succession of British 
Governments has tended to discount 
reports purporting to. represent the 
actual gigantic output of the German 
alrcralt factorles during the past six 
years. 


As a consequence, British alr ex- 
pansion progrummes were not con- 


| ceived on the requisite grand scale 


unti! a relatively short time ago. 
When the urgent necessity was com- 
ing to be realised in political circles 
the technical staffs were bound to 
point out that, with the best will in 
the world, output could not be -dou- 
bled and trebled by the waving of a 
mugic wand. 

To w somewhat lesser degree the 
sume was truc of equipment for a 
mechanised army of proportions far 
larger than had originally been con- 
templated, while the situation was 
still further complicated by the no 
less urgent needs of the Navy for 
certain grades of steel, such os is re- 
quired for gun construction. All 
three Services‘ were competing for 
factories and raw materials, 


R.A.F. MUST COME FIRST 


We may imagine that some such 
reullsation impelled the Government 
to announce last September that we 
were preparing for a long war—one 
of not less than three years’ duration. 
We may also imugine that the Ger- 
man leaders, who hnve shown them- 
selves remarkably well-informed on 
all that passes in the Allied coun- 
tries, were keenly alive to the signi- 
ficance of that statement. : 

It may well be that the Nazis fear 
the consequences for themselves of

Experience on the battlefield has 
shown us in two grim weeks that 
almost any good-class British, French 
or American "plane is good enough

WORKER AND MATERIAL 


To increase output it wis obvious 
that there must ba Increased produc- 
tion or purchase of faw. materials; 
notably high-grade steels and light 
alloys. Easier said than done, per- 
haps. Factories now being erected 
in the Domlaions cannot be complet- 
ed and powered in-a day. But cer- 
tain diMficultics which need not now 
be specificd can be overcome by 
lavish expenditure ‘ and undisputed 
United States collabora- 
tion in this respect could be of the 
Breatest value, 

Raw materials are allocated by the 
Ministry of Supply. One. may. per- 
haps assume that Mr. Herbert Mor- 
rison will recognise that the present 
is no moment foc awarding increas- 
ed quantities of steel for the manu- 
facture of private motor-cars,’ even 
though it may be argued thot smaller.

WINNING 5N THE AIR 


T have tried to give some’ indica- 
tion of the necessities of the situation 
and of the steps which cun be taken 
fo mect them. While there are qreat 
dificultles in the way of inerensing 
and malntaining at the higher level 
fhe rate’ of production for which 
raw material and tool deliveries have 
been planned, it becomes evident 
that much can in fact be donc to en- 
sure that our air ‘strength ig main- 
talned, 

It is vital that all such meagures 
should be taken at the carliest prac- 
ticuble moment. A grecat deal more ts 
involved than the outcome of the first 
great battle now being fought out 
across the Channel. Much, obviously, 
turns on that alone. Yet, viewed on 
the largest plane, it is evident, 1 
think, that the outcome of the strug- 
gle on which we. have embarked 
turns on the ultimate capacity of this 
country to win the war in the alr. 

Already we have struck heavy 
blows at.the sources of German liquid 
fucl—which means that we are 
shortening the period during which. 
Germony will be able to maintain 
her armoured and mechanised forces 
on the ground and her air fleet in the 
alr, The Prime Minister has warn- 
ed us that we must be prepared for 
heavy counter-attack, 

As thls phase of the war ‘develops, 
our own ability to strike such blows 
and to defend ourselves against cor- 
responding countcr-altack will’ pe 
dependent largely on the steady 
maintenance of our bomber . and 
fighter air ficcts.

STATING THAT THE FACT that members of the public 
might think, from the wording of the advertisement, 
that defendant was a dentist, had rio bearing on the 
point of law, and pointing out that as defendant did 
not actually say he was a dentist he was therefore not 
guilty, Mr. E. Himsworth dismissed a summons 


against Mr. ¥. H. Hanna,

the Kowloon Magistracy yesterday morning.

SPANISH 
OCCUPATION 
OF TANGIER © 


London, Yesterday. 
It is confirmed in London 
that the Spaniards occupied 
Tangier at 8 o'clock on Fri- 
day. The occupation was 


effected without incident. 

Tangier Zone, uf which. the present 
administrator is of French nationall- 
ty is an international settlement, ré- 
jtuluted by the Tangier Statute, of 
which the signatories are Britain, 
France, Spain and Italy and the ac- 
ceding powers ure Portugal, the Ne- 
therlands, Sweden and Norway. 

The Spanish colony ts the fargtest 
in the Settlement and the Itallan fs 
also considerable, Tho British colony 
in comparatively small, 

The yendarmerie is commanded by 
a Spaniard and the Municipal Police 
ure under a Frenchman, 

The statute provides that the 
Zonn ‘shall be placed under a ro- 
gime of permanent neutrality. No 
act of hostility on land on sea 
or in the alr shall be commit- 
ted by or against the Zone or with- 
in Its boundaries.” 

Military establishments within the 
‘Zone ure also forbidden. 

By understanding reached between 
the Administrator and the power 
concerned during the early days of 
the Spanish Civil War, it was agreed 
that in the event of troubles arising 
‘in the Zone with which the forces of 
the Administrator were unable to 
deal, the Administrator could appeal 
to the Powers concerned to send 
forces to deal with the situation.

English Statute 


“Counsel then went on to argue 
that although the wording of the 
Ordinance mny differ from the Eng- 
lsh Statute, nevertheless the effect 
Is the same, and a person is not de- 
barred from practising dentistry but 
only from saying he is a qualified 
practitioner, 

This is the effect of the Act of 
1074, The point is clearly stated in 
Halsbury 1911 Edition Vol. 20 para. 
804 “while the practice of dentistry 
by unregistered persons is not (Hegal, 
the public are protected from the 
frregular pructitloner by the fact 
that he must not pretend to be re- 
istered or legally qualified.” The 
point wan conclusively stated by Lord 
Lorebourn in the case of Bellerby v. 
Hayworth 1910 A.C. p.379 “If they 
ore not registered, they must not 
say either that they are registercd 
or that they have the qualifications 
which would entitle them to be re- 
istered.” 

“Two points therefore call for the 
decision of this‘court. First, has sec. 
6 (4) of the ordinance the same effect 
ng sedy3 of the 1878 Act. I hold that 
It-does,’- The effect of this section Is 
ns Cozens Hardy M, R. sald in Bel- 
lerby v. Hayworth 1909 2CH. p.28. 
“Although any man may act of a 
dentist, he shalt not call himself a 
dentist or use any words implying 
that he fs a person specially quall- 
fied to do the work of a dentist, un- 
less registered under the Act.” I find 
in this section nothing which might 
indicate that a person is prohibit- 
ed from performing acts — simi-.

Fascism 


FASCISM is a dignified name for a 
political creed which In Its present 
form Mussoltint constructed In 1919, 
but he himself avas never clear about 
the pattern of it. When one refers to 
Communism there Is a general agree- 
ment as to its meaning, and moreover 
we know that ff further Information 
is needed ft will be found In the gos- 
pel nccording to St. Marx as it Is 
familiarly called, 

But without going Into details if 
we were asked about Communism 
we should ray that its Basle princtple 
Ix the abolition of capitallsm, the 
nationalisatton of .Industry, com- 
merce and of ugriculture, the elimin- 
ation of class distinctlons, the rejec- 
tlon of the Christlun religion, und an 
attempt at a folrer distribution of the 
nation’s wealth. If someone intro-~ 
duced the word "Soviet" and asked 
its menuning we should guess thot it 
was a local body elected to give ex- 
pression to the will’ of the people, 
but we would add that the free 
election was all a farce, that the 
names of those ta be clected were 
sent'by the authorities from above 
and thot transcending all there was 
Stalin, the all-powerful, backed up 
by his ogpu, and by the party, whose 
chief business is to see thnt Stalin's 
orders ure garried out, 

Fascism ts not so clearly establish- 
ed in the minds of people, It ts 
rather indefinite in its outline, be- 
his 
conception, 

Accordin to Signor NItth, Musso- 
lind started off by being a republican 
and a socialist. He wished to get rid 
of the monarchy but after his march 
on Rome the King sent for hin and 
offered him the premiership; he could 
not therefore very well bite the han 
that fad raised him up. 

Mussolini, however, was not con- 
cerned really about political forms, 
he was frst of all merely ambitious 
for power. Dictatorship was his 
noal, and having secured it he then 
provided himself with a body of doc- 
trine that) merely described — the 
situation he had established, Theory 
followed practice {n his ‘case for he 
was an opportunist, oan empiricist 
and not a logical thinker. 

The world at the time was war 
weary, the people in the defeated 
nations and the nearly defeated no- 
tions were irresolute they had lost 
trip and numerous political sects 
sprang up which corresponded with 
the divided state, of mind in “those 
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natlons, 

That is where the dictator got his 
chance, for though all people desire 
to have freedom, they also wish to 
nyold chnos, ond nnorchy and there 
$s also always at the back of every- 
one a desire for national unity and 
national security.” The Italians were 
therefore in that state of hesitancy 
and dissension which In Itself pro- 
vided the occasion for the strong 
willed and cocksure leader who waa 
confident he could supply the neces- 
sory remedy. There was n throne in 
nearly every country In Europe, at 
the time, waiting for an occupant if 
anyone had the necessary nerve to 
selze it. That was a statement made 
by.

Laissez Faire 


No doubt he felt that there was 
something wrong in Italy and he had 
n strong belief that he could get 
things right. The Lalsser Faire, 
dolce far niente spirit of Italy irked _ 
him. He was infatuated with the 
splendours of ancient Rome and in 
renction to the spirit that produced 
Caporetto, 

His great ambition is to revive the 
glory of the Roman) Empire with 
himself as the modern Caesar, and he 
has built dp the nation since he took 
charge of it always with that vision 
in mind, 

So firmly is this ambition held and 
so Intensely does he visualise it that 
he behaves as though it hyd already 
been achieved, He thinks of the 
pax Romann, of the overseas Empire, 
Italy, he asserts, is a youthful notion 
and capable of achieving again what 
Was necomplished two thousand years 
ago, The Italians strongly resent 
the patronising attitude which other 
nations adopt when dealing with 
them. 

Tee ereain, organ grinding and ma- 
caronl are not as so many foreigners 
seem to think the only things that 
come out of modern Italy, but Euro- 
peans and Americans irritate ~the 
Italians by assuming that they are 
‘and that nothing fa worth seeing in 
Italy that is less than 300 years old, 
Fascism at any rate has been created 
but what) British, Americans and 
French know of it does not reconcile 
them to the view that Italy is a 
Rreater or a better nation than she 
was before Fascism emerged, 

One of the strange things about 
Faselsm Js that the acceptance of the 
doctrine implies and demands that 
the person holding it must be bitter- 
ly opposed to Communism. The same 
applied of course to Naziism and we 
have seen haw these two opposing 
ereeds met in happy alliance. 

Fascism like Nazilsm is on the 
lender system, It works from nbove 
and [Is based on the Infallibility of 
the Duce in political ‘matters much 
in the same woy us the Roman 
Catholic people aceept the infallibi- 
lity of the Pope in matters spiritual. 

“Mussolini isalwuys right” is the 
cardinal tenet of the Fascist faith. 

After seizing power, that Is, after 
the march on Rome on October 28, 
1922, Mussolinl proceeded step by 
step to climinate all opposition. After 
the murder of: the great liberal 
thinker and scholar Matteottl in 1924, 
Parliament was abolished, as it was 
in his view merely 2 debating cham- 


“ber, and was cumbersome in action. 


The . Italians wanted results. not 
speeches about measures to be taken, 
so Mussollni supplicd the necessary 
drive and ellcited enormous effort 
from his people. 

Mussolini at one time, says Yeats 
Brown, held. six ministerial port- 
follos, ond when asked whether he 
did not find himself burdened, he re- 
plied: “It is really simpler to give 
orders mysclf instead of having to 
send for.the minister concerned and 
convince bim about what I want 
done.” * 

As Garrett, in his book, ‘“Musso- 
lin’s Roman Empire", says: “The 
Italluns of the future will probably 
not be the last to {cel ashamed to see 
themselves in one year tamed. 

Cupitalism was not abolished, but 
its power was so restricted that for 
all practical purposes {t was but' a 
shadow of its former self. The trade 
Unions were destroyed but the wel- 
fure of the worker was assumed by 
the state that js by the Fasclst party. 
Strikes are forbidden. Masters and 
men must submit their cases to the 
proper tribunal. 

A grent deal of nonsense is written 
about what has been done for the 
working classes in Haly. There is 
what Is called the Dopolavero move- 
ment which Jike the Strength through 
Joy movement In Germany Is intend- 
ed to provide for the recreation of 
people when the day's work is over. 

Cycling, walking, theatrical enter- 
tuinment, skiing and such things are 
encouraged as though they were 
something, entirely new and unheard 
of Jn other countries, In Britain 
these things are taken for granted. 
Fifteen thousand Htallans apparently 
kot some skiing last year. In Britain 
some hundreds of thousands of young 
men play football every week in one 
part of the year, and it would be 
hord to estimate the number  whio 
play cricket, tennis, golf, cycle, hike, 
swim, go to theatres or on motor 
tours to the sea side at other times 
of the year, | 

To compure an English village on 
a Saturday afternoon with its beauty, 
vigour and healthy glow, with the 
exhausted and dull life of a German 
or an Italian village on the surne day 
is absurd. The boy scouts in Britain 
are still boys not-Jmmature soldiem. 
The thousands of young people who 
fo to camp every year in Britain do
